Areopagiteis to be taken notice of, as one of the 
firſt Stars which appeared : He had that name 
piven him, in that before his converſion he was a : 
Fades of criminal cauſes at Athees : He was * 
one of Sr. Paul's Auditors, from whom , as his 
Nurſe, he ſucktthe milk of Chriſtian Religion, ar 
what rime the good Apolile was at the Academy 
of Athens diſpyting with the Erhnick Philoſo- 
phers-, as his Lord and Maſter had done before. .

Euſebinsand Nicephorus write of him, that he

"A fame , as his name importerh , was born ar 
Alexandria,and conſecrated Biſhop of that Ciry in 
theroom of Alexarider deceaſed : this houour wag 
conferred on him in the yeere 325. at which 
rime the Churches of God were moſt grieyvouſly 
infeited, anddiſtratted with the Hetefie of Arms, 
ſo that this holy man ſaw he was to ſail 1n a yery 
ſtormie and rempeſtnous ſea , which made him 
. deiirovs ar'the beginning to decline that high ad- 
vancement , whereunto he was preferred, His life 
was not unlike unto'a Comedy , his five baniſh- 
ments being fitly reſembled ro the five Acts there-

ID A! the Great was Biſhop of Czſarea# in 
IJ Cappadotia,his father was of the ſame name, 
and a deyour Chriſtian, his brethren were Gre- 
gory of Nyſſa, and Petey of Sebaſta, who con- 
form'd to him both ſor purity of doQtrine, and 
piety of converſation, He was brought up at 
Athens, the School of the Philoſophers , under 
Libamus his Maſter , where he fell into acquain- 
rance with Gregory Nazianzen, Bur after a 
while: leaving Aches, he returned to Caſarea; 
where being called to the Paſtoral FunCtion by 
the Biſhop of the place Exſeb:us, he expounded - 


ſome places of Scripture with that gravity and 


accurateneſs, that he was had in great admiration 
for his abilities and gi'ts ; bur ar length chere 
ariſing ſomedifference betwixt him and Exſebins, 
he diſcreetly withdrew himſelf, on purpoſe ro

if one of his ſervants had not ſupported him. 
Socrates tells us in his Ecclefraſtical Hiſtory, 
(Chap. 21. of thefourth Book)Thar this Empe- 
rours Son, by nameGaleates,falling fickofa dange- 
rous anddeſperate difeaſe,and being given over by 
Phyſicians, Dominica his' Mother rold her huſ- 
band, that the ſame nighe ſhe was: fearfully diſ- 
quieted with: hotrible ſhapes , and dreadful viſi- 
ons, and that the childe was vilired with fickneſs;: 
becauſe of their-ilf nſage of Baf/ the Biſhop, 
The Emperour. well marking the wotds: of his 
Wee, ar length ſent for that good man, and be- 
cauſe/he would know the truth, he reafoned thus 
wich him: If thy Faith (he meant of one ſub- 
ſtance) be true,:-pray that my Son die not of this

fqn Augnſtinns , the moſt dorinall 1n 
his writings of all the Ancient Worthies, 
was an African by birth, whereupon the learned 
Biſhop Andrews calls him, Decus Africe , The 
glory of Afri#a. He is not to be accounted as the 
Jaſt of the pious Fathers ; who having been in- 
firucted 'in Rhetorick at Carthage , was at the 
beginning a complier with the Manachees, His life 


for the greater part of it , is written by his own. 


pen in his confeffions. Afterwards being bapri- 
zed by Ambroſe, he returned into the right way, 
and ſucceeded Yalerins in the Biſhoprick of FH:p- 
po, about the yeer of Chriſt, 390, | 


The coverfion of this man wasin this manner. 
Having read the life of Antonius the Eremite, 
as well as heard the Sermons of :Ambroſixs, atid

He maintained Difpurations with very many 
Hereticks, as the Arias, the Manichees, the Do- 
natifts, and the Pelagians , whoſe unſound de- 
vices he gravely confured, and ſo ſtood vp for 
the defence of rhe Chriſtian Truth', as if he on- 
ly of all men were called to that employ- 
ment, pO 

When the city of Hippo was ftraightly beſieged 
by the Yazdals, he was therein encloſed, bur yer

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dyed peaceably before it was taken, in the third 
moneth of the ſiege, and in the 'yeer of Chriſt 
433. being aged 76, yeers, TI ſhall not les him 
paſſe without his deſerved Encomiums. Eraſmms

Eccleſia ornamenta, ac lumina Priuceps. An exCcel- 
tent Father, amongſt rhe grear Ornaments and 
Lights of the Church the chief. And thus doth 
alſo Sariſber : Doltor ille Eccleſia,cujus nemo (atis 
mempr efſe poteſ#, That DoRour of the Church, 
of whom no man can be enough mindfull.

Hgentita an Africax,g a Citizen of Carthage, 
TL appeared ſoon after Proſper, about the year. of 
Chriſt 500, , He was Biſhop of R#ſþ in Africk, and 
in his time had hot contentions with the Arians, 
condemned long before by the General Council 
of Nice, He confuted thoſe which aſſerted the 
do&rine of Free-will, approving himſelf a puiſ- 
ſant maintainer of che ſervicude of mans will to 
Sin and Saran, which he had received from Au- 
g#ſtine, or rather from rhe Scriptures, . He. was 
Biſhop of that Church-near rwenty five years,and 

dyed piouſly in the year of his.age 65, Heflou- 
riſhed under Azaſta/ius the Emperour, and Thra- 
| fmindsus the King of the Vandals. | 
'TIn his life he ſhined with tranſcendent humi- 
 liry and ſincerity, derefting nothing more,.chan 
pride & luxury : He abſtained from flefh, feeding 
_ altogether upon herbs and eggs. He did wear only

Ernardas Abbor' of Claraval , flouriſhed in 
the time of the Schoolmen, and yer is rec- 
koned as one of the Fathers , for lis ſanity 
of life, and foundneſs of: DoRrine. 
C hemnitizs ſaith of -him this, Recent:fſimme eff, 
mrxitque poſt confirmatam  Epiſcops Romani Ty- 
rernidem : He 1s the lateſt Father, and lived af- 
ter that the Tyranny of the\Roman Biſhop was 
_ eſtabliſhed :. Yer # did much inveigh againſt 
the impiety of the Pope, his Cardinals, Biſhops, 
and all rhart Antichriſtian Clergy. | 

Biſhop Carleton ſayes , Utinam tales paprſts 
wnltos, 1120 vel unum talem hedie haberemnus in 
toto regno Pontificio , qualem Bernhardum fwiſſe 
conſtat.
